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THE TERRY TRAGEDY. 
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BURIAL OF THE REMAINS OF JUDGE 
TERRY AT STOCKTON. 


HE WIDOW’S GRIEF OVER THE CORPSE 


Judge Field Arrested But Sucs Out 2 Habeas 
- Corpus Writ--Justice Miller Inter- 
viewed Regarding thé Stooting. 


San Francisco, August 16.—Sheriff Can- 
n of San Joaquin county, arrived here 
late last night from Stockton with a warrant 
sworn to by Sarah Althea Terry for the arrest 
of Justice Stephen J. Field on the charge of 
being accessory to the killing of her husband, 
Judge Terry. It is understood the warrant 
will be served on Justice Field at 1 o’clock to- 
day. 

The warrant of arrest was served upon Jus- 
tice Field this afternoon at the latter’s cham- 
bers. A writ of habeas corpus was at once 
sworn out before Judge Sawyer, of the circuit 
court, and heard by him in chambers. 

Judge Sawyer granted the writ and released 
Justice Field on $5,000 bail, setting the case 
for a hearing’ next Thursday morning. The 
petition for the writ of habeas corpus was 
made by Justice Field hi#.clf and sets forth 
in great detail the facts of the case already 
known. It declares that Terry wickedly, ma- 
liciously, and without provocation, attacked 


him from behind. The details of contempt 


proceedings are gone into and the declaration 
made, that Terry and his wife lad threatened 
tokillhim on account of his discharge’ of 
his duty. The petition then says that Justice 
Field has not for years carried any 
weapons Whatever and that he, in no manner, 
defended himself! when attacked, and that he 
was in no way responsible for any directions 
given to Depaty Marshal Nagle. Itis charged 
that Sarah Althea Hill wilfully and malicious- 
ly swore out the warrant ofarrest. The peti 
tion also sets forth that Justice Field is now 
holding courtin this city and that his arrest 
and removal would seriously interfere with 
and interrupt his official duties, such inter- 
ference being contrary to the provisions of the 
constitution 
THE COURT DID NOT ADJOURN. 

Application was made by Attorney Critten- 
den to the supreme court to adjourn today as a 
mark of respect to the memory of Judge Terry. 
Chief Justice Beatty declined to entertain the 
motion. After remarking that he was sorry 
the motion bad been urged, he added: ‘‘It is 
avery unpleasant affair, but the court has 
fully considered the same, and deems it the 
wisest course to treat the subject in silence. 
The sudden death of David S. Terry is noto- 
rious, and it is the decision of this court that it 
take no further action in the matter.” 

~ FUNERAL OF JUDGE TERRY. 

Srockton, Cal., August 16.—The funeral of 
David S. Terry was held here today. The 
body was removed from the morgue at noon 
and taken to the Episcopal church, where it 


lay in state for two hours, and was viewed by 


a great number of people. Mrs. Terry oceu- 
pied a pew near the casket, and watched the

sho left her seat and threw herself upon the 
casket. The service was read by one of the 
vestrymen of the church. The body was in- 
terred in the cemetery in Stockton. 
Justice Miller Interviewed. 

InpIANAPOLIS, Ind., August 16.—Attorney- 
General Miller was seen yesterday and asked 
if he had anything further to say about the 
shooting of Judge Terry by Deputy Nagle. 
Ho replied: 

‘I see from the papers that the action of the 
deputy is pretty generallyindorsed. It appears 
to be considered that Nagle’s presence was 
necessary, and his action justifiable. I do not 
care to speak of the legal aspects of the case. 
I do not know any case analogous toitin our 
history, and Ido not recall thatithas ever 
been necessary before to provide protection for 
a United States judge. If the case comes to 
trial, I suppose I will be called to testify, but 
I question whether there will ever be a trial. 
The grand jury may refuse to act, or the coro- 
ner’s jury may tind ita case of justifiable 
homicide. I have not examined the legal side 
of the question, however. I thought the pro- 
tection of ofticers of the law might be neces- 
sary, and I knew something about the desper- 
ate character of the man with whom Justice 
Field hadtodeal. I thought of trouble when 
the trial began, but of course I did not look 
for it at a way station or upon atrain. If the 
justice’s life was in danger, though, he was as 
much entitled to the protection of the officer, 
at the eating house, asin the court room “or 
upon the bench.” 
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THE KILLING OF MARSHAL WELLER. 


Brownell Surrenders to the Sheriff, and 
Tells His Story. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., August 16.—United 
States Marshal Mizzel received a dispatch to- 
day from the acting attorney general at Wash- 
ington, stating that the department of justice 
would use every effort to capture and punish 
Brownell, the murderer of Deputy Collector 
Welier, and authorizing the offer of a reward 
for the apprehension of the ftgitive. This 
was unnecessary. however,for Brownell surren- 
dered last night to Shernff Brown, of Holmes 
county. Accounts of the affair, as told by the 


* * officers who were present, are very conflicting. 


One says: 

“‘\WWe roused Brownell and told him he was 
wanted outside. Brownell arose and walked 
outon the gallery, where he observed the 
rresence of other men. He dashed back into 
the house and made a break out of another 
door. There he was confronted by Weller, 
who fired his pistol, wounding Brownell in the 
shoulder. The latter then returned the fire, 
his bullet taking effect in Weller’s head.”’ 

Upon surrendering himself to the sheriff 
last night Brownell said he did not know what 
he was doing when he fired the fatal shot. He 
said he had been suddenly roused from his 
slumbers at night by a mob of men who 
did not explain their business with him. He 
thought they intended to murder him and he 
ran to save his life. Then he was shot and was 
$0 badly scared that he did not grasp the situ- 
ation, 82 he fired in return. If he had known 
they were officers he would not haye resisted. 
Ofticers McLeod and Turvin say they are con- 
fident that Brownell resisted under misappre- 
hersion as to the real condition of affairs. He 
was not told the nature of their mission to his 
house. Browne!lis looked upon at his home 
aga peaceable, law-abiding citizen. Public 
sentiment is against the officers for the bung- 
ling, which resulted in the death of one good 
man and probably the ruin of two banpy fami- 
lies. The treasury department has ordered 
Spccial Agent Chapman from Atlanta to make 
a fullinvestigation of the case. He left here 
for Westville tonight.

THE COWBOY'S DEED. 


He Shoot His Wife and Mother-in-Law and 
Then Commits Suicide. 

JACKSON, Tenn., August 16.—A_ terrible 
tragedy was enacied this morning, ten miles 
northeast of this place.BHenry Prewit, an ex- 
cowboy from Texas, shot his young wife 
through the neck, inflicting a fatal wound, 
wounded his mother-in-law and then shot 
hmself through the head, dying instantly. 
A warrant was ont for Prewit’s arrest for 
moonshining and he }was endeavoring to in- 
duce his wife toaccompany him to Weakly 
county, which she refused to do, ewing to iil 
health. Prewit was a desperate character 
and had boasted to his wife that he had been 
matried four times, and killed one wife and 
three or fourmen. The couple had been mar- 
vied only four months.

AT HOME AGAIN. 


President Harrison and Party Return to 
Washington. 

New Yorx, August 16.—At 6:30 o'clock 
this morning the steamer Pilgrim, of the Fall 
River line, reached her dock. Among her 
passengers was President Hazsrison, who was

River line and Mrs. Chéate. A large crowd 
assembled on the dock when it became known 
that the president was on board. The presi- 
dent was up early and breakfasted with Mr. 
Choate. He looked fresh and healthy, and 
said he enjoyed his vacation very much. He 
was in a great hurry to go to Washington and 
did not remain in this city, but walked to the 
Pennsyivania annex boat for Jersey City, a few 
minutes after the Pilgrim arrived. 

Ex-President and Mrs. Cleveland arrived 
by the Bteamer Providence, also of the Fall 
Kiver line, about 8 o’clock. 

As soon as the vessel was made fast Presi- 
dent Choate and Mrs. Choate went aboard to 
greet Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland. A carriage 
was Sent for, and upon its arrival President 
Choate escorted the ex-president and his wife 
toit. They were driven to the Victoria hotel.

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THE ELECTION WAS FAIR. 


Report of the Committee in the West Vir- 
ginia Contest. 


WHEELING, W. Va., August 16.—Thespecial 
committee of the legislature, which has been 
in session for four mcnths past examining de- 
positions in the gubernatorial contest, will to- 
morrow rere reading the evidence from 
all the counties except two—Mercer and Mce- 
Dowell, The investigation so far has devel- 
oped the fact that the election in this state, all 
reports to the contrary notwithstanding, was a 
singularly fairone. No genuine frauds have 
been discovered, and of severa! hundred votes 
attacked as illegal a very small 
proportion, scarcely one-tenth, have been 
thrown ont, and these only upon technical 
grounds. Judge Fleming, the democratic con- 
testant, did not allege in his notice of coutest- 
ing fraud or corruption, but only attacked 
Goff’s majority as heing the result of a large 
number of technicaliy illegal votes, which he 
alleges were cast. The investigation has 
shown that in nearly all cases these 
votes were cast by men who thought 
they had a right to vote,and that there 
was no intentional fraud. The stories about 
the colonization of voters have not been sus- 
tained and prove to be the fruit of imaginative 
newspeper correspondents and politicians, as 
the conimittee has no evidence of such fraud, 
and it is not Known that any has been offered. 

General Goff’s plurality so far as the inves- 
tigation has gone, has not been wiped out, 
and with two counties yet to be read, 
he stiil has the advantage of 
about fifty votes, his original plurality 
having been 110. Scarcely an intentionally 
dishonest vete upon either side has been dis- 
covered, and the illegal ones will not average 
six toacounty. This statement has no refer- 
ence to the allegations of frauds on the part of 
the returning beards after the votes were cast, 
and which only affected the election for con- 
gressmen. It is upon these alleced allegations 
that the contestants for seats in congress base 
their claims.

Rumors That the Pope Has Arranged for 
One In the United States. 


PHILADELPHIA, August 16.—The appoint- 
ment of a high ecclesiastical tribunal by the 
pope forthe Roman Catholic church in the 
United States, is believed to have been already 
consummated, although inquiry today failed 
tv develope the existence of official 
notification. The inferimaticn obtained is to 
the effect that the tribunal or court shall have 
referred to it all cases in which the church in 
the United States is concerned, for adjudica- 
tion and that the tribunal consists of Cardinal 
Gibbons, of Baltimore, Archbishop Ryan, of 
Philadelphia, and Archbishop Corrigan, of 
New York. A prominent priest said that he 
thought there was no doubt of the appoint- 
nent Of this tribunal, and that the purpose 
was torelieve Rome of the burden of hearing 
appeals from this country,

Purvis, Miss., August 16.—Argumants in 
the Sullivan ¢ase were made today. District 
Attorney Neville opened and closed for the 
state, while ex—Attorney—General Ford, Judge 
Calhoun and Green appeared for the defend- 
ants. The district attorney, in closing his ar< 
gument, said: 

From the evidence, the accused has been proven 
guilty. If your verdict be that of not guilty then 
write on the indictment “not guilty’’—Mississippi 
disgraced and desp:sed, and if the verdict be 
“guilty” then you will show to the world thatin 
Mississippi, our beloved state, the law is supreme. 

THE JURY’S VERDICT. 

It was haif-past three o’clock when the jury 
took the charges of both sides and withdrew, 
and at five o’clock they returned into court. 

Sullivan took his seat at the bar. There 
was a deep silence asthe jury entered. They 
sat down for a moment, but Judge Terrell 
said! 

“Stand up gentlemen!”’ They arose. 

“Stand up, Mr. Sullivan,’ said the judge. 
The champion also came to his feet. His face 
was just ashade more serious than usual, but 
he still looked quite unconcerned. 

“Have you agreed upon a verdict?’ asked 
the judge. 

There was a general nodding of heads, and 
they handed over the paper. Judge Terrell

‘We, the jury, find a verdict of guilty, as 
charged in the first indictment.”’ 

‘‘You mean the first count?’ suggested the 
judge. 

A general head shaking|denoted an afiima- 
tive.: 

Judge Calhoun requested that the jury be 
asked what they did mean. ; 

“You mean guilty of prize fighting?’ said 
the judge to the jury. 

The latter nodded in assent. 

SULLIVAN RATTLED. 

The verdict was ordered recorded and the 
jury were relieved. Suilivan’s face, as the 
verdict was rendered, wasastudy. His look 
was not of disappointment or grief, but more of 
worry and annoyance. He showed no fecling 
in the presence of the crowd, and as soon as he 
could get away from the courthouse be went 
by a back way, accompanied by several of his 
friends. Hetried hard to keep up bis spirits, 
singing a snatch of song and forcing a lagh, 
but he was evidently a little downhearted. He 
stopped at the depot to see the northbound 
train pass, and later on recovered his usual 
merry mood and was associal and unconcerned 
as ever.

Washouts on the South Carolina Railroad. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., August 16.—On account 
of heavy washouts on the South Carolina rail- 
road all connections with Camden is shut off. 
It is hoped that mail and passengers can be 
transferred tomorrow. A large force of hands 
is at work repairing the damage. Serious 
damage was also done at several points on the 
Wilmington, Columbia and Augusta railroad. 
It is feared great damage has been done to 
crops in the interior. 2 All hope of rice on the 
Santee river is gone. 

Later reports contirm the story of a cloud- 
burst in the intericr. The area affected is not 
move than about five miles wide and {fifty or 
sixty miles long. here was no thunder or 
lightning but a steady tremendous: downpoar 
of rain. Itis estimated that twelve inches 
fell intwohours. Seven miles of the Camden 
branch of the South Carolina railway are 
washed away. Cotton fields about Gadsden 
have becn washed clean. Cattle have been 
drowned by the hundreds and great damage 
has been done. Therailroads have experienced 
heavy lossand travelin the immediate vicinity 
of the cloudburst 1s stopped. <All roads will 
probably be clear tomorrow. 

Fire in a Mexican Mine. 

SAN Francisco, August 16.—The Mexican 
steamer Alejandro arrived from Guayamas, 
Mexico, yesterday, bringing word that in the 
early part of July fire broke out in the Triumfo 
mine near the town of the same naive, and ten 
men lost their lives. Eight Mexican miners 
were ip the mine at the time, and two tn- 
known Americans volunteered to go to their 
rescue. The shaft was full of smoke and 
zases, and when the bucket was hauled to the 
top the Americans were dead. The fire lasted 
several days and finally burned itself out. 


Services at Morgan's Grave. 

WINCHESTER, Va., August 16.—Interesting 
sefvices were held today around the grave of 
General Daniel Morgan, of revolution fame, 
by three hundred teachers from different parts 
of the state, who are attending the Peabody 
Normal institute. Addresses on the life and 
exploits of General Morgan were made by 
George R. Stottlemeyer, member oi the Mary- 
land legisiature,and Professors Roy and Hoen- 
shell, of Virginia. A _ procession of teachers 
carried United States fiags and was preceded 
by thirteen youvg ladies representing the 
colonies.

It Is Thought That It Will be Commuted to 
Life Imprisonment. 

LONDON, August 16.—Home Secretary Mat- 
thews,Mr. Justice Stephen, lord chancellor.and 
medical experts dre today holding a conference 
at the home office with a view to arriving at 
a decision in the Maybrick case. The confer- 
ence lasted four hours. It is regarded as a 
certainty that the home office is in doubt and 
it is believed thatthe result of deliberations 
must necessarily be a pardon or a commutation 
of sentence, 

The press association states that Home Sec- 
retary Matthews will recommend tothe queen 
a commutation of the death sentence of Mrs. 
Maybrick to penal servitude for life, and that 
the commutation of sentence will be announced 
after the queen has given formal assent. 

Home Secretary Matthews and experts as- 
sumed that Mrs. Maybrick was not guilty, and 
acting upon this assunmtotion sifted every scrap 
of testimony give, especially that in relation 
to the husband’s craze for arsenic, which is of 
great weight and will, itis believed, turn the 
scale'in the prisoner’s favor. It is a note- 
worthy fact that the lord chancellor is seldom 
consulted in such cases, except when a re- 
prieve is meditated. .

The gig’ was Mary Yerger, and he was very 
proud of her. They had lived within ten 
wiles of each other for years, but it was not 
until the recent zreat tlood in Pennsylvatia 
that they were brought to an acquaintance. 

Jolin is a carpenter’s son, and he industri- 
ously aided his father to provide fora large 
family by fishing and piloting fishing parties 
from the big towns around the river. Most of 
his time was spent along the Susquehanna, 
near which his parents lived. 

When the June flood came, people from all 
parts of the country hurried to the river to see 
the sights. Mary Yerger and a boy, son of the 


farmer with whom she lived, loitered on the 


water’s edge uritil dusk of the day when the 
water had reached its highest mark. Few 
oe oe had tarried s6 long, but she and the 
oy forgot the time while looking out on the 
swift waters ata boom log catcher. He was 
standing in a frail skiff, hooking the big booms 
With along pole and towing them to lend on 
the opposite side of the river. Boom after 
boom was thus secured, and he operated with 
such ‘vigorous regularity that it seemed his 
strength would soon be exhausted. 
OVERWHELMED BY THE CURRENT. 

He had just landed one of unusual size 
which took all his strength, and Mary thought 
he would rest a while before going out into 
the troublesome waters again. But he didn’t, 
and wiping the perspiration from his brow 
with a part of his torn shirt sleeve, he quickly 
rowed out and was headed toward a large 
walnut log.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 


Itis Reported as Encouraging—An Increase

New York, August 16.—R. G. Dun & Co., in 
their weekly review of trade, report the num- 
ber of failures in the United States at 151, and 
in Canada at 52; a total of 213 for the last 
seven days, against a total of 201 a week ago, 
and 219 in the corresponding week last year.

The 
great industries appear to be in fully as good condi- 
tion as last week, with clearer evidence of im- 
provement in iron. Further crop news sustain 
gorernmentadvices and estimates as to cotton, corn 
mndonats,and strengthens the prevailing impres- 
sion that the August repori, as to wheat, was less 
favorabie than the actual situation. In spite of 
stnall advances in some products, the general range 
of prices has not muterially ebhanged, and railroad 
earnings continue good, though all controversies 
have not as yet been cleared away. 

A Cloudburst in North Carolina. 

Witminaton, N. C., August. 16.—There 
was a cloudburst at 7 o’clock last night be- 
tween Sumpter and Colunfbia and the track 
of the Wilmington, Columbia and Augusta 
railroad, in the vicinity of Eastover and 
Wedgetield, was somewhat damaged and is 
now impassible.

Section six, involving the state’s right to 
the betterments on realty and rolling stock. 

Section seven, defining the rights and duties 
of the new lessees. 

Section eight, providing by whom the bids 
shall be examined and the lease awarded, and 
directing how the commission shall consider 
the bids. ° . 

Those were the three sections of the lease 
bill passed over yesterday in committee of the 
whole. The sixth and seventh. sections were 
adopted without change. The eighth section 
—the most important of the three—was not 
finally disposed of. Mr. O’Neill’s amendment 
is still to be acted upcn. Mr. Simmons, of 


‘- Sumter, had an amendment to propose in case | 


the O’ Neill amendment is lost, and this, too, 
was passed over because Mr. O’ Neill was sick 
and unable to be present, 

The Western and Atlantic bill was then 
made, on motion of Chairman Rankin, the 
special order for Monday immediately after 


the reading of the journal. 
THE SIXTH SECTION. 

In the tourth line of this section is embod- 
fed the simple declaration—‘‘all attachments 
to the realty shall be considered permanent.” 

Mr. Hill, of Meriwether, it will be remem- 
bered, has all along stoutly maintained 
that the betierments on rolling stock, 
as well as on realty, should be 
considered permanent. In other words, the 
improvements on rolling stock, as well as the 
improvements on realty, are the property of 
the state, and the lessees have no claim to 
such betterments.

Sec. 8 Be it further enacted, All Lids for the 
lease of said road shall be submitted in writing to 
the covernor of this state within ten days after the 
expiration of the time provided for advertisements 
in section 2 of this act, and accompanied bya cer-

Oneofthe business men shall be an ex- 
pert in grailrord affairs; the three business 
men, or a majority of the board, being elected 
by the legislature. 

Speaker Clay’s position in the matter was a 
potent consideration in the amending of the 
section yesterday. 

Judge -Harrell, of Webster, introduced an 
amendment to strike out the words ‘‘and the 
speaker of the house.”’ 

“I do that,” said he, “at the request of the 
speaker himseif.”’ 

Speaker Clay explained his position briefly. 


“This involves a tremendous responsibility | 


and no man, unless he is thoroughly fitted for 
the consideration of just such matters, should 
consent to act on the board. I am not so fitted. 
I know comparatively little about railroad 
matters, and strongly urge that the proposed 
amendment be made.’’ 

*There is a provision in the constitution,”’ 
said Judge Harrell, rising again, ‘‘which de- 
clares that no person or body shall perform at 
once duties of a legislative and of an executive 
character. Ibave not examined intothe mat- 
ter at any Jength, but, as the speaker of the 
house and president of the senate are a part of 
the state legislature, itis at least doubtful if 
they could legally serve in this executive posi- 
tion.’’, 

Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee, suggested that the 
president of the senate be included in the pro- 
posed amendment, and this was done. 

The amendment was then adopted, 

So the board at present consistsof the gov- 
ernor, comptroller-general, secretary of state, 
treasurer and attorney—general. 

Mr. Tatum’s proposition to add the railroad 
commission was lost. 

The two prepositions yet to be considered 
are the O'Neill and Simmons amendments. 
There is a strong fecliug in support of the first 
of these, and unless an unanswerable legal ob- 
jection comes up it will be adopted. 

If the O’ Neill amendment can’t be adopted 
the Simmons probably wil! be. This provides 
that a majority of the board shall. be elected 
directly by the legislature. 

LET EVERYBODY BID. 

**The highest and best biddor for the longest 
term shall be accepted.” 

Mr. Glenn, of Whitfield, moved that the 
word “‘legal”’ be inserted just before ‘‘bidder,”’ 

He spoke in favor of his amendment. 

Mr. Rankin thought the amendment was 
mnuecessary. 

Mr. Candler and Mr. Lewis favored it, while 
Mr. pry te Mr. Bell, Mr. Foute and Mr. 
Davis, of Elbert, opposed it. 

The supporters of the measure argued that 
as the bill stands, a competing road like the 
East Tennessee, could secure the lease. The 
Hast Tennessee might bid only a very small 
amount more than the next highest competi- 
tor, and yetits monopoly was complete and 
the road could extort millions of dollars out of 
Georgia merchants and farmers. : 

The reply was that if the lease was uncon- 
‘etitutional it could not stand, that nocommis - 
sion of sane men would need direction as to 
the consideration of illegal bids, that the lan- 

e of the bill gave reasonable discretion in 

e matter, that the railroad commissioners 
would look after the extortion, and that the 
main consideration was to get the largest pos- 
sible price for the road. 

The amendment was lost by a vote of 68 to 
41. It will probably be offered again in the 
house, and with a full attendance it would 
stand a fair chance of being adopted.

JUDGE HENDERSON TALKS. 


He Tells of the Recent Meeting in New 
York. 

“We accomplished everything we went 
north to see about,” said Judge Henderson 
yesterday. 

He was one of the commissioners of agri- 
culture appointed to confer wtth the New 
York cotton exchange and seems quite jubilant 


a 


ver the result of the journey. In describing 


what was done he said: 

“In order that the question might be placed 
before the meeting in its proper light, it was 
deemed advisable that the position of the Livy- 
erpool cotton exchange should be thoroughly 
understood. The question, it will be remem- 
bered, is not one of the adoption or rejection 
of a cotton covering. It is simply an effort on 
the part of the farmers’ alliance of the south to 
have a special rate of fare established for cot 
ton that is covered with the cotton fabric, on 
account of the lighter weight of that covering 
as compared with jute. 

‘President Parker, on behalf of the cotton 
exchange, declared that while no doubt all the 
members of the cotton exchange were in favor 
of the planters getting the full value for their 
product, still the position of the New York 
Cotton exchange was a peculiar one. It was 
simply ,as it were, the dealer, between the pro- 
ducer on the one hand, and the consumer, in 
which the Liverpool exchange was a very im- 
portant factor,on the other hand. Consequently 
the cotton exchange members could only pur- 
chase from the producer what the consumer 
wanred, and any action that the New York 
exchange could take, therefore, must simply be 
advisory to the Liverpoolexchange. It could, 
in fact, only recommend the Liverpool Cotton 
exchange to make discriminating charges in 
its rates of the tare in favor of cotton cov- 
ered bales. 

The position of the Liverpool exchange on 
the subject was, therefore, the most important 
topic under consideration. It is clearly out- 
lined in this communication to President 
Parker: ‘ 

“Dear Sir:—I am requested to communicate with 
your exchange on the subject of the suzgested use 
of cotton bagging asa covering for balea of cotton. 
The matter has had the careful consideration of the 
beard of directors of this association, who find its 
adoption will te beset with several difficulties, 
among which are :— 

“I. That some underwriters, in consequence of 
tests mude last year, think its use instead of jute 
bageing undesirable. 

“Il. That it will not afford sufficient protection 
against damage. 

Ill. That, ifofthe weight suggested in the infor- 
mation laid before the board—%4 los per yard—it 
will not be strong enough to resist the rougn hand- 
ling enroute, andthat this will increase cost of 
mending on arrival. 

IV. That great inconvenience will arise from the 
continued use of twe kinés of barging, even though 
some temporary 2rrangement be arrived at for the 
ensuing sexnson. 

V. That the absenee of similar bagging here for 
mending purposes, and the doubtfulness as to 
whether it couid be obtained tot some time to come, 
will complicate the question of allowance for tare. 

VI. That the increased cost ofsuppiving such bag- 
cing, evenif practicable, will cause a distinct lost fi) 
the importer on every pound of bagging added for 
mending; the cost of. cotton bagging per pound 
Lein@tousiderably in excess of the same weight of 
cotton, 

In view of the objections mentione! above, this 
as-ociation would be glad of informat.on from your 
side on the following potnts;: 

I, What proportion of the cropis likely to come 
forward in this covering? 

i 2. Whether more bands than are at present used 
will not be required for the proper pretection of 
bates covered with this description of bagging? 

% What weight per yard it is likely to be? 

They wou!t! be glad to receive at as early a day 
as possicie samples of the bagging proposed to be 
us’d during the coming season. 

While asking forthis information, with a view of 
lecislating on the question should it unfortnnately 
begome necessary todos), tlhe board respectfully 
urge upon yourexchange toco allin its power to 
eic urage a return tothe use of jute bagging, and so 
obviate the necessity of meeting the almost insu- 
perable diflicultics which the adoptionof the new 
bagging would raise. 

“ANSWERING THE OBJECTIONS.” 

Commissioner A. P. Butler, of South Caro 
lina, thought that a reply that had been for- 
warded by the New Orleans cotton exchange 
toaletterthat had been received from the 
Liverpool exchange, and which was identical 
with the one just given you, would fully cover 
the matter. That exchange had answered the 
objectionsin full. In regard to the objection 
of underwriters; it was urged that a test was 
made on September 17, 1888, by several repre - 
sentatives of insurance companies, and was 
decidedly favorable to the cotton bagging, 
demonstrating that the use of cotton bagging 
will diminish fire risks. 

In regard to the other objections detailed 
answers denving them in full were given. 
Referring to the claim that the increased cost 
of supplying such bagging will cause a distinct 
loss to the importer on every pound of bagging 
added for mending, the cost of cotton bagging 
per pound being considerably in excess of the 
saine weight of cotton, the answer was that 
competent anthority states that cotton bagging 
can be mannfactured per pound at a price not 
much above the price of good ordinary cotton. 
That any Joss will come to the importers by the 
use of cotton bagging seems to be very im- 
probable. The exercise of their traditional] in- 
telligence and their usual observance of such 
facts as are likely to affect net results will be 
ample protection to them. 

The following replies were made to tho in- 
quiries of the Liverpool association: 

First inquiry—It is uncertain what portion of the 
cotton crop of the current year wili be covered with 

he colton fabric, but present advices indicate a 
considerable quantity. How much cannot now be 
reported. 

Answer to second inquiry, ‘‘Whether more bands 
than are at present used will be required for the 
proper proiection of bales covered with this de- 
scription otbagging? 

There seems to be no reason for any increase of 
bands, It is stated by persons engaged in the ac- 
tual handling ot cotton bales that this baggingis a 
good substitute for jute, and no increase of bands is 
needed, 

Answer tothirdinquiry, “What weight per yard 
is it likely to be?’ 

The weight of cotton bagging is designed to be 
not less tban *4 lb per yard and 37% or 44 inches 
wide. 

Mr. Theodore Price then moved that the 
secretary of the committee be instructed to re- 
port tothe board of managers, urging that the 
president be instructed to communicate with 
the Liverpool Cotton association, stating that 
‘it was the belief of the exchange that in the 
interests of harmony, and also in the interests 
of the Liverpool Cotton exchange itself, it 
would be advisable for the Liverpoo] organi- 
zation to so legislate on the subject of tare on 
bales covered with cotton bagging that the 


planters of this country would be treated with | 


some degree of fairness.”’ 

**T don’t think there is any doubt,’’ contin- 
ued Judge Henderson, ‘that the Liverpool 
exchange will finally agree to the reduction, 
but owing to the proverbial slowness of the 
English people in making changes it may be 
next season before the new rate is made, and 
we den’t want to loose $5,000,000 in driblets of 
eighty-nine cents a bale this season.”’

| RUN DOWN BY THE SHERIFF 
THE ARREST O® MARK SOLOMON IN 
SAVANNAH, 


Charged With Killing Oscar Newman, Near 
Cochran, in 1885—An Interesting Story of 
Travel. 


Savannan, Ga., August 16,—[Special.]— 
Mark Solomon, a young white man, was ar- 
rested this morning by Deputy Sheriff Jones 
Franklin, in the Savannah, Fiorida and West- 
ern yard, on a warrant charging him with the 
murder of Oscar Newman. Solomon is a quiet- 
mannered young fellow. He says he is not 
twenty years old yet. Newman was killed 
three or four miles from Cochran, Pulaski 
county, in November, 1885. The prisoner 
made no resistance and accompanied the officer 
without hesitation, saying that he was glad 
that the arrest was made. After he was locked 
up in jail he was seen bya reporter, and talked 
freely about the case, without any sign of ex- 
citement or particular emotion. 

“I have thought about it every day for four 
years,” Solomon remarked, ‘and I am glad 
the matter is to be settled one way or the 
other. To tell you the truth, I do not ‘know 
how it did happened. Oscar and I were chums. 
I never would have left home if I had not 
been 

AFRAID OF OSCAR’S BROTHER, 
Citro. He said he would kill me, if ever he 
met me, and I reckon he would.”’ 

Being asked how the killing occurred, the 
prisoner said: 

“Oscar and I and two other boys, one of 
whom was Oscar’s cousin, went over to a 
neighbor's, a widow. She had four or five 
daughters that we often went to see. About 
8 o’ciock we started home. On the way Oscar 
said he had given one of the girls anapple. I 
teased him about it a little, and he teased me. 
He seemed to be hurt at what I said, although 
I was joking. I thought the matter had 
dropped, when he brought it 
up again, and said I was trying to 
make aéié§ fool of him. I. said _ that 
I was not, and he struck me in the face with 
his fist. I stumbled over a hurricane root. 
Just then he struck at me with a cane he had. 
I threw up my right hand, and you see where 
the head of the cane hit me. Then he 

STRUCK ME ON THE HEAD 
and knocked me down. I -never did get to 
him. There was a cut in his left side three 
inches long. My right hand was disabled and 
I could not ‘have used a knife if I had one, 
which I didn’t, as I can prove, but he was cut 
and was helped home. They sent for a doctor, 
but he didn’t get proper treatment for a day 
anda half. I went to my home that night 
(Sunday) and staved there until the following 
night, when I left. Oscar died 
Wednesday, about 6 o’clock in the afternoon. 
None of us had _ been drinking when 
I left home. I went tomy uncle’s, near Ousley, 
and stayed there six months. I then lived 
with a farmer near ther? for s*&k months. Af- 
terwards I went over to South Carolina with a 
Georgia man and stayed there a good while. 
W hen I came back I went down in south Geor- 
gia and worked on therailroad. I have been in 
Savannah since April. Sofaras I know no 
attempt was ever made by the authorities to 
have me arrested. They must have known 
where I haye been, for 1 often met Cochran 
people whom I knew, and I never tried to 
keep out of their way. Since I have been in 
Savannah I have seen several Cochran people, 
and went up to a number of ladies 1 knew from 
there and talked to them. I could haye got out 
of the state, where they never would haye found 
me, ifI had wanted to. As I said-the only 
reason I did not go back home was that threat 
Citro Newman made.’’ 
HIS MOTHER’S WORK. 

Solomon states that his nother did not want 
him to be arrested, but she died last March, 
aud for himself he did not care. He did not 
vant to cause his mother any more worry or 
anxiety, and was glad that the arrest did not 
come while she was alive. Solomon was a car 
inspector for the Savannah, Florida and 
Western, Heis not quarrelsome, he says, and 
never had a fight except this one with New- 
man since his school-buy quarrels. 

‘IT never spent a dime for whisky.’”’ 

He does not fear the result of the trial, which 
will be at Hawkinsviile. He has never used 
any name except his own. His history was 
known to a number of his fellow workmen, 
and they have often talked to him about it. He 
wili be held here until an officer from Pulaski 
county comes for him. He states when his 
trial is over he will write an interesting story 
for THE CONSTITUTION.

|” STRUCK BY A WAVE 


AND DASHED INSTANTLY TO A HOR- 
RIBLE DEATH. 


A Shocking Story of the Flood From Van 
Buren County, Arkansas—A Georgia 
Family Drowned. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., Augu’t 16.—[Special.] 
A letter has been received here from Mr. H. 
C. Emerson of Van Buren county, Arkansas, 
who formerly lived in Georgia in which he 
tells of the drowning of his wife and seven 
children. The letter says: 

“TI lived near the bank of Little Red riverin 
Van Buren county. On Saturday evening the 
15th of June, it rained very hard for about 
three hours. Weknew a great deal.of water 
had fallen, but thought of nodanger from a 
sudden rise in the river. About 9 o’clock in 
the night I went down toward the river to see 
if the water was rising. I saw it was rising 
very rapidly. Some of the cattle were in 
between the fence and the river. I tore down 
the fence in several places to permit them to 
get out should the water come uptothem. I 
then called back to my wife and told her to 

WRAP THE CHILDREN UP 
and get everything ready to go out to the hills. 
She could not hear what I said and sent one of 
the boys to find out what I wanted. 1 told him 
and he went back and preparations were made 
to go., Icamein and we all started. It was 
only eighty-five sieps tothe hill. There was 
no water at the house when we started and we 
were not alarmed. My wife was even less ap- 
prehensive of danger than I was. My wife 
took the baby and I had the little boy next to 
the baby on one arm and some quills on my 
shoulder and lantern on my other arm, and 
was leading a nine-year-old little girl. I asked 
ifjall the children were there. My wife counted 
and assured me that all were there. We went 
ou some distance, my wife and oldest daugh- 
ter in front. Soon I 
HEARD MY DAUGHTER SCREAM. 

About that time a tremendous wave struck 
me and tripped meup. The lantern went out 
and all was dark. I lost the little girl I had 
by the hand. Another large wave struck me 
filled with rails, chunks and logs. I could do 
nothing but float’ about ‘with the current and 
struggle to keep the little boy above water. I 
finally saw that the little boy on my arm was 
dead. I disliked very much to let him go, but 
saw I would lose my life, too, if I did not, so I 
lethim go. I had myovercoat on and could 
hardly keep above water. I floated along with 
the debris and pulled off my coats. There 
were so many chunks and fogs that swimming 
was impossible. I merely struggled along till 
I was thrown up on a point of laud, where I 
straightened up and tried to see 

IF I COULD HEAR ANY OF THE FAMILY. 

Everything roared so and my ears being full 
of water I could hear nothing for some time. 
Finally I heard one of the boys halloing some 
distance up the river. After an hour or so 
the water subsided somewhat and I went to 
where I heard the boy, and found thattwo of 
them had climbed trees and saved themselves. 
I got them out to the hills. The others were 
all lost. . The boys and I then went four miles 
across the hill to the nearest neighbors’ house, 
but they had all gone away to a mill except 
one boy. Other parties were visited, but most 
of them had friends or_relatives onthe river 
and wanted to go and see about them. The 
boys and imyself came back and began the 
search for our lost ones. We finally 

FOUND THEIR BODIES SCATTERED 
amileanda half along the river. Several 
neighbors came in and lielped usin the search. 
We buried them aliin the same grave near the 
river, aswe could not get out tothe regular 
burying place. I lost some cattle and other 
stock. Thecrop was entirely ruined and the 
land washed off so that itis almost valueless. 
The house was not carried away. ‘The side 
rooms were. Nearly everything inthe house 
was ruined. If we had stayed in the house we 
would doubtless allhave been saved.”’

The Cultivation of Ramie. 

Tue CONSTITUTION has received a letter 
from Mr. Henry Kleber, of the Pittsburg 
Ramie company, asking for some informa- 
tion relative to a little paragraph that has 
been going the rounds of the papers in re- 
gard to the culture of ramie in the south, 

The paragraph is to the effect that the 
Pittsburg company has bought a small tract 
of land near Thomasville in this state for 
the purpose of experimenting with ramie. 

We know nothing of the origin of 
the paragrapb, but we do know that 
such an experiment is unnecessary. The 
late Colonel Richard Peters, who was a 
pioneer in many things, demonstrated many 
years ago that the ramie plant is at home in 
this climate and soil. He planted it on his 
farm in Gordon county shortly after the 
war, and it isgrowing there still. | 

If we are not mistaken, Colonel Peters 
was able to éfit two or three crops a year 
from his ramje patch, and the plant needed 
no cultivatfon whatever. He compared it 
in the hearing of the writer to the rag weed, 
which grows spontaneously in our soil. 

The experiment at Thomasville is un- 
necessary. Ramie will grow luxuriantly in 
every southern state. It will grow wherever 
the cotton plant will grow, and this is giv- 
ing it a wide range. © 

All that is necessary is a decorticating 
machine that will get out the fibre cheaply. 
Mr. Kleber. gays that he hassuch a machine. 
He says that his company has a machine 
that will produce the fibre at a cost almost 
nominal and in unequalled quality. If'this 


‘is true, the problem is solved, for the ex- 


periments of Colonel Peters have demon- 
strated that the ramie plant will grow in the 
south as freely as the rag weed, and thet ‘it 
needs little or no cultivation after it is once 
Bet. ‘ 7 

If Mr. Kleber has such a machine as he 
describes, it will be an easy matter for him 
to make arrangements for the growth of the 
plant. A decorticator, cheap and available, 
is all that stands between the south and an 
industry that hag millions in it. 


The Cotton Market. 


It has been suggested, in view of the. 


crop prospects, that those farmers who get 
into market earliest will reap the benefit of 
the highest prices. 

According to all accounts, the crop prom- 
ises to bea very large one, and those who 
take advantage of the market as it stands 
are likely to receive the most profitable 
Later, when the bulk of the crop 
is coming forward, the price of the staple 
will be naturally’ depressed. This is the 
history of all cotton years, and the present 
one will be no exception.

Ifsuch statements as that in yesteraay’s News 
and Courier are untrue, and we sce in every paper 
articles tending to prove the truth of it, they are 
greatly to be deplored. forthe injustice done their 
own land can not be weighed: but if they are true, 
then I say with the Newsand Courier: “The press 
and the pulpitshould speak out now, and atajl 
time. against the violation of the law, and should 
denounce every miscarriage of justice as a blot upon 
civilization, and an outrage to humanity.”’ 

Why is there so much crime in the land, and why 
are there s0 many criminais? Not alone because 
there is such a large class of negroes, but because 
the youthful crimifials, the children who are found 
guilly of misdemeanors are confined in 
the same prisons with the mos®hardened felons 
and are thoroughly taught the mysteries of crime 

During the past week six children (boys) have 
been confined in the Fulton county jail, and all six 
wero under the age of twelve years. Two were 50 
small that they escaped by crawling through a pipe 
used to convey heat from the furnace to the other 
rooms. Of the six two stated to me that they 
were only eight years of age, and their appearance 
fully confirmed their statement. 

Oh, the horror of the thing—infants thrown into 

,the company of the most depraved felons. 

, Jsita wonder that Georgia has such a load of 
‘criminals tocarry when in every county of the 
state she has a public institution called a jail where 
children are thoroughly instilled into the mysteries 
of crime? 

The tollowing extracts were taken from the 
Southern Churchman, of last Thursday, 
and while showing that the condition of affairs in 
Virginia is the same as that in og fa suggests a 
remedy that if it applies to Virginia, also applies to. 
Georgia, and if to Richmond, also to Atlanta. 

Let the people of Georgia adopt this remedy. 

In lieu of over one hundred schools of crime, let 
them have one school where the fear of God and 
respect for human as well as divine laws may be 
taught. In other words let the pene of the state 
establish one school to make good Citizens instead 
| of the hundred schools in existence now that are 

daily preparing material for future murderers, 
thieves and outlaws, 

In view of these facts it issuggested that a society 
be organized, whose objects shail be : 

1. In order to correct the evil resulting from the 
present system to the inmates who shall be dls- 
charged before a reformatory can be established, a 
‘house of industry for discharged convicts’’ similar 
to the institution now in operation in New York 
city, shall be opened, where convicts shall be re- 
ceived on their discharge, furnished with comforta- 
ble boarding, be taught some useful trade, and 
placed under such influences as may encourage 
them to lead an bonest life. The préceeds of thelr 
labor while in the home, after deducting board, 
shall be their own, and, when desiring to leave, if 

ossible a home shall be found forthem. Itis be- 

ieved that this establishment, being an earnest of 
good intentions, will do much by its moral influ- 
ence toward accomplishing the full purpose of the 
society, besides the gréat good in itself. 

2. Totake such stepsas will bring before our 
state authorities the existing evils, and the abso- 
lute necessity for abandoning the old system and 
adopting one consistent with the spirit of our age, 
the dictatesof humanity and the teachings of the 
Christian religion: and tothisend a bill shall be 
prepared to be presented before our next legisla- 
ture, and the matter laid before the governor, with 
the request that he will recommend its passage. 
That our city authorities be also urged, by continued 
application, to establish a bouse of detention where 
prisoners awaiting trial sball be comfortably ne ge 
and kept free trom evil inflnence; and that such a 
change shall be made inthe custody of prisoners 
serving their time ip our zity jail as will not compel 
tle indiscriminate mingling of persons of all ages 
and degrees of crime. 

The convict lease system of the state isa curse to 
» the people of the state, in that it fosters criminals 
aud promotes crime. Has the state aright to hire 
its convicts out for others to correct, and are they 
corrected? Isany one conyict after serving a sen- 
tence out in the Georgia penitentiary less of a 
criminal], or more of @ good citizens? 

Shall Georgia be bebind any northern state in 
that they have penitentiary systems which 
would reflect credit upon any civilized Christian 
country, and Georgia has not. That they have 
proper homes for their poor, and 
their sick, and Georgia as not? 
Let this fearful evil be rectified; this barbarous and 
wretched convict system be abolished. Model the 
Georgia penitentiary afterthe New York peniten- 
tiary. Establish homes for the pocr, and reform 
schools for the criminal youth; then less will be 
beard of murder, thieving and drunkenness. 

Then there wil! be no cause to proclaim that “the 
state is smeared with blood from the seaboard to the 
mountains” nor that “the administration of justice 
has fallen into a state of innocuous desuetude.”’

WADDY THOMPSON’S CAMPAIGN, 


A Reminiscence of Political Life in South 
Carolina. 
From the Hartwell, Ga., Sun, 

Sitting in the house nursing my crippled 
leg, I get to ruminating over old times in Carolina 
when politics ran high. 1-remember that the con- 
gressional district in which were the counties of 
Anderson and old Pickens was strongly democratic. 
General Waddy Thompson was the whig ca: didate 
and wasan extremly popular man and a. smart 
stump speaker. The democrats were fearful he 
would be elected, and arranged to have big barbe- 
cues atold Pickens and Anderson courthouse. In 
behalf of their candidate, they persuaded John C 
Calhoun to make aie speech at each 
place; the only stump speeches Calhoun 
ever made. But his speeches did but little good for 
the democratic candidate. Calboun could always 
be elected sexator without opposition, and it was 
said by some one that when Calhoun took a pinch 
of snuff all Carolinasneezed, I have forgotten who 
was the democratic candidate for congress. Cal- 
houn made dry, learned speeches, just as though Me 
was speaking inthe senate, Common, uneducated 
people did not understand much about the sub- 
treasury or his speech. Waddy Thompson made 
rattling speeches, full of fun and anecdotes, one of 
which I remember, 

He said the sub-treasury reminded him of an 
Irishman who had a lot of poultry, and among 
them was one duck, and when be went out in the 
morning with his basket of corn to feed them, the 
duck with its broad bill would shovel up most of 
the corn. Paddy said, “Bedad an’ o’il put ye on 
footing wid the restof them,’’ and catching the 
duck trimmed its bill to a sharp point so that it 
could only pick up one grain atatime. Thompson 
said that wag the way he wanted to fix the sub- 
treasury, soall could getashare, He rode through 
the district. Stopping at a farm 


house, if the man was not 
at home he would tell the wife that he was Waddy 


Thompson and candidate for congress; would kiss 
all the children, give each a piece of silver, and tell 
the lady he was anxious for her husband’s influ- 
ence; sorry he had not had the pleasure of seeing 
him, etc. When the farmer returned his wife had 
no trouble to persuade him to “‘go the whole hog” 
for Thompson. Itis uselessto say that Waddy 
Thompson was elected by a good majority. After- 
wards he was appointed minister to Mexico. Whén 
the news of his appointment was received at Pendle~ 
ton, I heard a man say he was'very much surprised, 
as he did not know that Waddy was a member ofa 
church, but that he would make a big preacher ! 
Gus Maverick. a young lawyer from Pendleton, 
son of Sam Maverick, the richest manin the state, 
went to Texas before that state had gained her 
independence from Mexico. Gus, while attending 
a court at a border town, was captured by 
Mexican raiders and carried to the City of 
Mextco, and made to work the _ streats 
of thecity with a balland chain attached to his 
leg, Waddy and old Santa Anna soon became good 
friends—both were fond of sport, cock fighting, etc, 
So Waddy soon got old Santa Anna to release Gus, 
and he was returned to bis friends in Texas. When 
Texas gained her independence, Gus owned more 
land and cattle than anybody. He collected a lot 
of cattle and put them on a large islandin a river, 
and never afterwards paid any attention 
to them, but they increased enor- 
mously. As they were not branded any person 
was at liberty to appropriate them to his own use; 
and to this day stray yearlings and calves not 
brandéd are called ‘‘Mavericks’ and the man who 
ange them in his herd puts his own brand on them 
and keeps them. Sam Maverick would send by 
wagon to Charleston to be shipped to Gus. strong, 
rough boxes filled apparently with roots, seed and 
dirt and marked geeds and roots, but in the middle 
of the box would bea lot of gold coin fixed so it 
wouldn’t gingle.

The Cincinnati, Selma and Mobile. 


Colonel Gecil Gabbett has been interviewed 
by the Birmingham Age-Herald. 

Mr. Gabbett has only recently had a long confer- 
ence with Mr. Fred Wolff, the noted banker and 
financier, who practically controls the Cincinnati, 
Selma and Mobile road, relative to the difficulties 
with which the little branch is now gurrounded, 
and came to Birmingham to look into some invest- 
ments of his in coal lands in this vicinity, 

To the question as to what the owners or stock- 
holders of the Cincinnati, Selma and Mobile were 
going to do about a seitiement, Mr. Gabbett said: 

“Mr. Wolff sails for Europe on the 17th instant. 
He goes to make arrangements with German capi- 
talists to bond the-road for $2,000,000, or enough to 
provide him with the money to build the unbroken 
gap from Marion junction or Hainburg to Selma, 
and also the proposed extension fron Akron to Aber- 
deen, giving the roada through connection with 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham railroad 
and Montgomery, Selma and dAtlanta—a great 
through line to Kansas City. Idonot knowofa 
more profitable investment than money put into 
the bonds, asjMr. Wolff proposes, and which will be 
secured, of course, by a mortgage on the road and 
its cquipment and franclise.< 

“There can be no doubt as to the paying of the 
new road. Itwill branch out ot Akron and run 
through some of the richést agricultural Jands in 
the state, and this, with the through business which 
will necessarily follow from connections with the 
Kansas City, Memphisand Birmingham, the Ilii- 
nois Central and the Mobile and Ohio roads,”’ 

Mr. Wolff will return in about sixty days ard re- 
port to a meeting of the directors and stockholders 
of the road, to be held in Selma about October 25. 


Savannah, Americus and Montgomery. 


The Savannah News says: 

There isan entente cordiale between the Savan- 
nah and Western road and the Savannah, Americus 
and Montgomery road, or, to put it plainer, General 
KE.

A UNITED STATES PRISONER IN FUL 
TON COUNTY Jall, | 


He Robbed the Mail of Eight Dollars When 
Under the Influence of Liquor, and is 
Dying of Consumption. 


George W. Crawford, the young man who 
robbed the United States mail on the third of 
August, and who has since been in the Fulton 
county jail, will be allowed to die outside of 
prison walls. 

A number of charitable ladies have made & 
practice of visiting the jail for the purpose of 
singing and praying with the prisoners. Yess 
terday they went as usual, and before leaving 
they were told that inside the walls, some— 
where, was a young man dying of consump- 
tion. : 

When questioned Jailer Poole said it was all 
true. He had inhis keeping a young man 
who was so ill, that he had been moved to one 
of the upper rooms in order that his last days 
might be made as comfortable as possible. The 
sick man was Crawford, and a willing consent 
was given the ladies to visit him. 

In a narrow room, with whitewashed walls, 
bare floor and narrow grated window they 
found the wreck of aman. He was lying on 
a prison pallet clean, but very hard, and little 
suited tothe needsof adying man, Beside 
him was bis food—a little water in a prison 
cup and some coarse bread in a pan. 

There was no need for prison locks and bars 
here. Crawford isso weak that ifthe doors 
were left wide open he would be unable to 
walk out unassisted. His voice isso far goue 
that he was unable to tell the story of his 
troubles. From another source, however, the 
ladies learned that he had been the mail car- 
rier between Cedar Bluff and Cave Springs. 
His health grew so bad that he was forced to 
put aman in his place. On August 3 he re— 
summed his work and while under the influe 
ence of whisky robbed the mail of SS. 

The hearts of the kind ladies were touched 
by Crawford’s pitiful condition. He was with- 
out friends, without money and dying. ‘They 
determined to make an effort to have him die 
ina hospital, and expressed a willingness to 
do all in their power for the sick mAn. 

When Mr. O. E. Mitchell of the United 
States marshal’s oflice heard that friends had 
been found for Crawford, said that he would 
do all in his power to assist the ladies in pro- 
curing the dying man’s transfer to the hos< 
pital. District Attorney Darnell’s consent had 
to be procured to the change. It was nota 
difiicut matterto get it. Mr. Darnell said 
that his attention had been ealled to 
the case and he had gone to the jail 
to see Crawford. He found him so sick, how- 
ever, that he thought it would be a cruel kind- 
ness to turn him adrift in the streets without 
money, to die. He saidjhe would immediately 
ask Judge Newman’s consent to the release 
and attach his own signature to the document, 
if Dr. W. A. Chapman would certify to the 
man’s condition. He also said that the gov- 
ernment would pay half Crowford’s expenses 
at the hospital. 

Dr. Chapman waseven more interested in 
the case than the other gentleman. He said 
that Crawford might die at any minute, and 
he might last for several weeks. In e:ther 
case the prison was no place forhim, no mat- 
ter how willing Jailer Poole might be to alle- 
viate Crawford’s sufferings. The prison was 
not provided with the necessities of a dying 
man. And the coarse food and solitude could 
only intensify the deathbed azony. 

Dr. Chapman gladly wrote a ietter to Mar« 
shal Nelms stating that Crawford was dying, 
and it would be cruelty to keep him in prison 
longer, therefore he recommended his transfer 
to a hospital. 

As soon as Judge Newman signs the papers 
today, the ladies can remove Crawford to what- 
ever hospital they may select.

‘band at Grant Park Thursday evening, rested 
‘very well yestefday. 

The physicians did not probe the wound in 
the left side, which is considered the worst 
one. itis very near the spine; so close that 
it affects the briatic nerve, causing a partial 
paralysis of the left leg. This is the 
worst of the cuts, though the 
others are all more or less painful. 

The doctors think that with careful nursing 
and attention she will recover, but there is 
still danger of her taking a serious turn from 


_ the effects of the cuts. 

J. J. Patterson, the man who did the bloody 
work, was removed from his cell in the station 
house to Fulton county jail, where he will be 
held to await the result of his wife’s injuries. 
A warrang will be sworn out for him later 
on, and in case the wounds should cause death 
he will be charged with murder. _ 

ABOUT THE PATTERSON'S. 

It was learned yesterday from persons who 
live inthe neighborhood, that the Pattersons 
had to leave No. 66 Fairlie street, on Wednes - 
day last, for not paving their rent. 

Mr. J. W. Sims livesina house adjoining, 
and he says that he has noticed the couple dur- 
ing the last two months. No one would ever 
have suspected that there was anything wrong 
about Mrs. Patterson. 

He had frequent occasion to remark how in- 
dustrious she was. She took in sewing and 
was always busy at work. She appeared to 
have a great deal of get up and get about her. 

For sometime Patterson has found it hard to 
get work to do, and late at night he and his 
wife could be heard talking over the situation. 

Patterson would frequently remark that he 
had never found it so hard to 
get work before, but that he intended to have 
work if there was anything to be found in the 
city that he could do. 

hen Mrs. Patterson left her husband she 
wentto Mr. R.J. Jordan and asked him to 
secure her as much as ten dollars from her 
hnsband, or she would sue him for alimony. 
She had found that she could not live with 
him. 

Mr. Jordan acted upon the wife’s appeal 
and advised Patterson to comply with the de- 
mand rather than pay a_ good, large 
fee to tight.the case. 

It was for this reason that Mr. 
came connected with the case. When Patter- 
son came tosee him Thursday he informed 
Patterson of having seen a tall, red-bearded 
stranger help Mrs. Patterson on the dummy. 
Patterson followed up his wife on this infor- 
mation and stabbed her. 

Two Witnesses Talk. 


The two witnesses to the cutting were Hon. 
James Dodgen, of Milton county, with whom 
Mrs. Patterson was speaking at the time her 
husband met her, and Mr. C. W. O'Connor, 
a well known young Atlanta man, who bhap- 

ned to be walking up the hill at the time. 

oth of these gentlemen told their stories yes- 


terday. 
MR. O’CONNOR’S STATEMENT. 

*T went to the park on the 6 o’clock 
dummy,’’ said Mr. O’Connor, ‘‘and was walk- 
ing along the path that leads from the lake to 
the pavilion, when I noticed, about fifty yards 
ahead of me, two men and one woman walk- 
ing together. Ajl at once one of the men who 
had a long red beard kind of fell back a few 
feet. By this time I was about thirty yards 
from them. Not thinking of a tragedy and all 
parties being strangers to me, I was not notic- 
ing them closely, but was walking leisurely 
along, when I saw the man with the woman 
raise his hand quickly and _ press _ it 
against her body. The woman galled 
for help, and I rushed toward them. 
He quickly raised his hand and struck her 
several times. I was within a few feet of him 
when he struck the last blow. The woman 
sank tothe ground, and the man -bounded 
across the park a little to the right of Little 
Switzerland. I reached the side of the woman 
in an instant and cou!d see that she was terri- 
bly cut. All this time the man in long beard 
—who afterward proved to be Mr. Dodgen— 
was standing looking on as if spellbound, 
seemingly unable to move. He made no effort 
whatever to protect the woman, but as soon as 
I reached her, he spoke up from the place he 
was standing all the time and said, ‘I’ll run fora 

olice.’ Hethen went aff toward the pavil- 
on, and in a few moments came back with an- 
other man, who was followed quickly by sev- 
eral others. The woman wasthen laid on a 
cot and carried toward the pavilion. I then 
left and come back on the 7 o’clock dummy 
and reported the matter at the stationhcuse as 
Icame by. All parties connected with the 
tragedy were perfect strangers to me. I had 
never seen or spoken to any of the parties be- 
fore the tragedy.”’ 

WHAT MR. DODGEN SAYS. 

Thursday afternoon { got on a dummy 
bound for the park. Mrs. Patterson was on 
the same car and spoke tome. The car took 
us out to the glass works and on the way back 
we changed cars forthe park. I assisted her 
into the car. When we reached the park I 
helped her off the car. I had known her 
some years before when the Pattersons lived 
in my town and I had been assistant counsel 
in a case between the two, but I did not know 
they were in Atlanta until I saw Mrs. Pat- 
terson on the car. 

“When I met her at 
asked her naturally enough, about her 
trouble with her husband e@ walked to- 
gether and were going up toward the pavillion 
when we met Mr. Patterson. He spoke to me 
pleasantly, and asked to see his wife alone. I 
dropped back a few feet when Mr. Patterson 
began stabbing her, and she _ called for 
help. A young man, a perfect stranger 
to me, who was walking along 
tho path at that time and heard hercry, rushed 
toward Mr. and Mrs. Patterson. The young 
man—who proved to be Mr. O’Connor, book- 
keeper for A. McD. Wilson—was almost to the 
couple when Mr. Patterson gave her a parting 
stab and rushed across the park. Mr. O’Con- 
nor had by this time reached the woman, and 
I told him I would run for an officer. I went 
to the pavilion and got some help and returned. 
A cot was secured and the woman was moved 
to the pavilion. ; 

*“‘Mr. O’Connor was not with me at any time 
during the evening. He was a perfect stranger 
to me and just happened to be passing when 
the stabbing occurred. [ say this to correct the 
statement that he was walking through the 
park with me, and I think it due me to em- 
phasize the fact that I did not know the Pat- 
tersons were in the city and it was by accident 
that we happened to be talking when Mr. Pat- 
terson came up.”’

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‘Another Experiment of the Brown-Sequard 
Elixir Made Yesterday. 
Brown-Sequard’s elixir of life bas been tried 


again in Atlanta... 

The elixir was tried by Dr. Murphy in the pres- 
ence of Drs. Hale and Powell yesterday afternoon. 

An old negro man named Newton Berge was the 
subject. Berge is about fifty-five years old, and has 
been cunfined to his bed for two weeks past with 
rheumatism of the heart. His joints were so stiff 
ened that he bad been uuvable to walk for some 
time, and he was in general a pretty well used up 
old man. Dr. Murphy made the experiment yester- 
day afternoon at 3o0’clock. Dr. Watson prepared 
the elixir, and it was injected into the arm of the 
patient about ten mnivutes after it was prepared, 

“Before making the experiment,” said 
Dr. Murphy, “I disabused the tient’s 
mind of al] idea of the nature of the medicine, and 
be didn’t know he was being experimented upon. 
My idea about the theory is that itis more of a 
mind cure, if a cufe at ail, than anvthinge’se. It’s 
the aciion of the mind that has the mosttodo with 
the success of the theory, in a greater or less degree, 
in my opinion. With thisidea I told Berge that 
the medicine, of which Hinjected four d ms, 
would make him feel better, but if he felt any worse 
to let me know. 

_“T watched the effect clo-ely, When -the injec- 
tion was made Berge’s pulse was sixty -eight—very 
slow and weak. Twenty minutes after the experi- 
ment the pulse rose to seventy-six and in fifteen 
minuteslater went up to eighty. One hour after 
the injection the pulse dropped to seventy and in 
another hour rose to seventy-six, remaining at that 
Stage for four hours, when I last saw him. 

“This effect on the heart’s action interested m¢ 
greatly, because it differs from the reports of other 
trials. Itconldn’t have been induced by nervous 
excitement, because the patient was not aware of 
the experiment, and didn’t give it a thought alter 
the injection had been made. 

“Berge described the sensation produced by the 
elixiraseasing his pain for the time being. He 
said it felt like the tingling produced by an electric ° 
battery... His joints felt less stiff, but he was not 
sufticiently aroused to be able towalk. Before I 
left Berge I toid him if he felt like it to get up in the 
morning and take a walk. : 

“I am not prepared to say whether or not there is 
anythingin the theory. Neither are the other gen- 
tiemen who witnessed it. Bot. if it 
what the 7 reports of 
experiments woul indicate, it 
to be succesful in cases of enfeebie- 
ment by rheumatism. At least these other trials 
have been made on similar subjects. 

“The elixir I used was only abontten minutes 
old, 1 would not use it after it had stood any length 
of time, as there would be dangerof blood poisons 


ing.”’ bake 

Se. Murphy will watch his experiment closely, 

and will probably give the elixir another trial, 
What it Is.

HIS REPLY TO GENERAL ALEXAN- 
DER’S CARD. 


Colonel Williamson Replies at Length to the 
Card of General E. P, Alexander Printed 
Yesterday. 


ATLANTA, Ga., August 16.—Editors Consti~- 
tution: In reference to the card of General E. P 
Alexander, published in your issue of this morning, 
I wish to call attention to its misleading statements 
and conclusions, 

In the first place, the controversy bas drifted from 
the rea] issue in question. I was accorded tbe priv- 
jlege of pregenting to the railroad committee of the 
house of representatives my views of the effect the 
failure to pass the Olive bill, or somae similar legisia~ 
tion, would have upon the railroad interests of “feaqr- 
gia. Instead of confining tho discussion to his 
question, General Alexander has attempted in his 
published statement to break the force of my argu- 
ment by drawing attention away from the real 
issue and raising a personal “question regarding 
conflicting statements and differences of recollec- 
tion upon matters having no real connection with 
the principles involved in the Olive bill. 

The question before the legislature and the people 
of Georgia is, shall the state allow competing rail- 
road lines to be combined into a monopoly and cons 
trolled directly or Speeg oy! by one corporation? 

This question will not be lost sight of by reason of 
any personal coutroversy -between General Alex- 
ander, or anyone else, and myself, 

With your permission, however, to encroach upon 
your space, 1 will digress from the main issue and 
meet General Alexanderin the personai contro- 
versy which he has thrust upon me, 

If your readers have analyzed General Alex- 
anders published statement upon this subject, they 
will see that his assertion was that1 came to him 
“with a plan to build a road from Chattanooga to 
Carroliton, utilizing the narrow gauge road from 
Rome to Cedartown, and to sell the same to the 
Central.” This assertion I denied, and I again 
state that I had no such purpose. 

I have stated frequently that while I was presi- 
dent of the narrow-gauge road from Rome to Ce- 
dartown, and before the formation of the Rome and 
Carrollton Construction company, that Iapplicd to 
many people toaid mein extending the road; in 
fact, I persistently applicd to every source from 
which I could reasonably expect aid. This I have 
never controverted; and why General Alexander 
should attempt tomake this fact prominent in this 
controversy 1 cannot understand. 

In my card of the lith instant, I used the follow- 
ing language: “In the negotiations between Mr. 
Hollins and myself during this period there wene 
various propositions discussed between us, bil Lam 
satisfied that we never went so fer as to sign any 
agreement upon the subject. Sometime during tbe 
early part of April, 1837, I conceived the idea that 
Mr. Hollins as vice- president and financial agent of 
the Central Railroad and Banking company, would 
not arrived at any agreement with me and I there- 
fore deferred all further negotiatioas with him, 
Without, bowever, absolutely suspending negotia- 
tions with Mr. Hollins, I began to look around to 
enlist other parties to aid me in building the road, 
and the result was that in September following 
(1887) I consumated my arrangements and formed a 
construction company.” : 

In reply tomy statement that “I am satisfied 
that we never went so far as to sign any agreement 
upon the subject,’’ General Alexander publishes 
this morning what appears to be the copy ofan 
agreement, and purporting to besigned by Mr. Hol- 
lins and myself, dated — March, 1887. 

Before admitting that I signed the paper above 
alluded to, I would prefer to see the original and to 
kuow that my signature is genuine, anathat there 
have been no imterlineations, or erasures, or 
changes in its contents. 

I have no recollection of ever signing such a paper; 
but of course I cannot positively state that I did not 
sign it. 

Noman more promptly or cheerfully acknowl- 
edges a mistake of revollection than 1 do if con- 
vinced that I am in error therein. 

I recall the fact that Mr. Hollins would not con- 
sent tosend Mr. Parsons to examine the line of the 
rond and the resources of the country along it and 
inake areport thereon, without an understanding 
with me tbat would justify bim in making this cx- 
penditure, etc. i" 

Iv the negotiations between Mr. Hollins and my- 
self during this period we made several memoran - 
das covering various points we were discussing, 
and I have a vague recollection that there is an- 
other paper subsequent in date tothe one General 
Alexander publishes materially modifying it. Ido 
not think the latter paper was signed by anyone. 

These negotiations with Mr. Wollinus came to 
naught, ana the contents ot the memoranda be- 
tween us left so little impression upon my mind 
that of course Ido not remember ‘whether or not 
they. were signed by either of us, They were all 
made in New York. 

Adwitting for the sake of argument that the, 
‘preliminary agreement” mentioned by Gcnerat 
Alexander is ry, published and that both Mr. 
Hollins and I signed it, how does that effect the 
controversy between General Alexander and my- 
self? 

If my purpose was to sell out my company to the 
Central railroad, why such particularity in said 
agreement in regard tothe class of rails, bridges, 
station houses, grades, curves etc? 

Why nct sellthe narrow guage road, the fran- 
chise, fe ngrppogete f ete., to the Central absolutely 
and allow it to build the railroad according to its 
pleasuse? (The Central, according to my recollec- 
tion, hadnocharter to build from Carrollton to 
Chattanooga. ) 

Why was I so careful to reserve the right to for- 
mulate all contracts in the construction of the 
road? 

Why did I exact that the Central would allow the 
Rome and Carrollton depotin the city of Rome to 
be located upon the property of the Rome railroad? 
And why was the Central to furnish to the Rome 
and Carroilton free of cost, rigat of way through the 
property and yards of the Rome railroad at Rome? 

Why wasI so particularto have a rate ver car 
load from the Central for railsand other matertal 
used in construction? 

If my plan was tosell out my company to the 
Ceniral railroad,why were ‘*ALL securities and stock 
of the Rome and Carroliton, except $150,000 bonds 
and $600,000 stock now outstanding, shall be de- 

sited with the Trust company to be SELECTED 
by the Rome an Corroliton, and 
to be delivered by said Trust company to 
the PRESIDENT of the Rome & Carrollton, or bis 
order? In other words, why wasI to have control 


| of all the securities and stock of the Rome & Carroll- 


ton Railroad company. with above exceptions? 

The alleged agreement tays: 

‘*‘A TRAFFIC AGREEMENT shall be made be- 
tween the two companies by which,” etc., the 
gross earnings of the road wereto be divided in the 

roportion of 60to 40 between ithe two companies. 
Doss that look like aSALE of the road? 

The alleged agreement quoted further says: 

‘‘Central shall keep separate books of account for 
Romeand Carroliton railroad, and said books of 
account shall always be open to the inspection of 
the directors, stockholders and income bondholders 
of the Rome and Carrollton.” Why this requirs- 
ment if the road was to be so/d to the Central? 

Again the alleged agreement says: 

“The Central obligates itself to throw its through 
business via Chattanooga over the Rome and Car- 
roliton railroad, and to give this road every advan- 
tage to BUILD UP and MAINTAIN its TRAFFIC.” 
Does this look like a sale of the road to the Central 
was contemplated? If so, why should I care what 
became of the TRAFFIC of the Rome and Carroll- 


ton? 

Why should I care where the repair shops of the 
Rome and Carroliton should be located if the agree- 
ment meant a sale to the Central? And why should 
the Rome and Carrollton company have to provide 
about six acres ofterminal grounds at Chattanooga 
if the Central was to purchase the road? 

No: my whole intent and purpose was to make an 
arrangement which amounted to a traffic agree- 
ment between the two companies, and nothing 
else. 

General Alexander, when he sent his written 
ement to THE CONSTITUTION to be published ih 
rissne ofthe 10th, in which he said it was my 
an to builda railroad from Chattanooga to Car- 
ton, utilizing the narrow-gauge railroad from

‘here is no allusion whatever in the said ‘prelimi- 
nary agreement” to a Construction company, and 
General Alexander’s statement to that effect is 
simply gratuitous and incorrect. The formation of 
a Construction company was not thought of by me 
until sometime after that date and after I was con- 
vinced that I Could not come to any agreement 
with Mr. Hollins. 

General Alexander d 
thut neither I nor any o 
any proposition P him. é says; “I did not say 
that they had. Isaid that the overtures came from 
one ofthe leading gentlemen in New York con- 
nected with Mr. Williamson’s company.” 

As I stated in my card dated l4th instant, ‘‘What 
some minority stockholder of the Chattanooga 
Rome and Columbus railroad company or some 
person interested in its securities in New York or 
elsewhere may have said to General Alexander 
upon this subject of course I do not know.” 

Notwithstanding this statement, General Alexan- 
der seeks to force into this controversy what some 
gentleman has said to himin New York, and men- 
tioned Mr. Alfred Sully.

General Alexander states in his card, in reference 
to the Rome and Carrollton Construction company, 
that “judging from the way in which roads are u-u- 
ally built by such companies, as well as from the 
common report in New Yerk in this particular case; 
it is the Construction company which wags the rail- 
road] company.’’ 

This statement is just as groundless and just as 
gratuitous as many others that General Alexander 
makes, The Rome and Carrol ton Construc« 
tion company a purchased formal 
contract from the Chattanooga, Roime 
and Columbus Railroad company, built the 
road from Chattanooga to Carroliton. The Con- 
struction company has nothing whatever to do with 
the management or ‘control of the railroad com- 
pany, andthe respective presidente and boars of 
directors of the two companies are entirely distinct 
and separate and are wholly independent of each 
other. The Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
Railroad company has never lost control of iis or- 
ganization and has for some time been in absolute 
and actual control of its own property. 

If General Alexander were familiar with the 
above facts, then his statement in regard to the re- 
lations between the two companies was knowingly 
made without any foundation; butif he were not 
acquainted with the facts aboye stated, then his 
Statements are certainly gratuitous and exhibit 
gToss carelessness, : 

The fact should not be forgotten that for more 
than two years—since July, 1887—no attempt has 
been made by the Chattanooga, Rome and Colum- 
bus Railroad company, or any of its directors or of- 
ficers to negotiate with the Central railroad in any 
way looking to the disposition or control of the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus railroad. We 
do not want to be absorbed by the Central, but de. 
sire that the stateof Georgia prevent by adequate 
legislation the Richmond and West Point Terminal 
monopoly from strangling our road as well as the 
other independent roads in this state.

sailant both to the stationhouse. 

Dr. Van Goidtsvonen was summoned and 
examined the wound. He decided that the 
Slug had penetrated the upper portion of the 
left lung, where it lodged. He did not probe 
the wound but dressed it and left the man 
resting easily. The physician does not con 
sider the wound necessarily fatal, though it is 
quite serious. Just as he was finishing the 
job of dressing the wound in the lung the 
other bullet hole was‘ discovered inthe hip, 
and isa pretty bad one, though not likely to 
prove fatal.

the lately badly mistaken bears to put out fresh 
prices of short cotton, the fall months belng their 
favorite option to sell. Our iocal operators were 
inclined to the bear side and a firm competition in 
the commission business have urgently advised 
their southern clients tose!l September and October. 
Their reasons for thisis not noW apparent to us, fer 
we have failed to see anything in the situation to 
warrant the beliefthat there could be anything 
more than a temporary depression in these con- 
tracts, Cotton was moying very slowly and com- 
manding high prices in the south, and as there was 
no prospect of a free movement for some weeks to 
come, we could not see the wisdom of selling Sep- 
tember cotton in New York around at 10-30, when 
spot cotton was bringing 11 cenisin the. southern 
ports, The advice of the bears was taken, how- 
ever, and the comsequence is a largely oversold 
market. This was first made plain on Wednesday, 
when strong advices from Liverpool caused an 
inquiry from the bears-here to cover their shorts, 
and there appeared to be very little cotton to sup- 
ply the demand: Again on yesierdaygwhen foreign 
advices were still stronger, the bears were more 
eager to cover their shorts today, although the re- 
ports from abroad are not very favorable, the desire 
to buy back their contracts bas continued, and the 
highest pricesof the week have been obtained, 
The large demand for spol. cotton, and inability to 
get anything but medium grades, has brought Au- 
gust forward asa strong month, andit scared an 
advance of twentyepoints. In sympathy~with the 
improvement in the fall months, the winter deliy- 
eries have gone up about 10 points, or about half as 
much as September and October, and they continue 
to be bought by foreign houses. This really hasno 
spectilative significance, as the purchases are made 
against their salesin Europe, and witha plentiful 
supply of cotton late in the season, these contracts 
will likely all be sold out, as the spoti cotton is 
bought to flllthe foreign contracts.

TALK ABOUY EDUCATIONAL A¥- 
FAIRS AT FLORENCE, 


The Secretary of the Florence Company 
'- @alke of Dr. Hawthorne’s Connection 
With It. 
Dr. Hawthorne has been interviewed. 
The Florence correspondent of the Birming- 
ham Age-Herald hasinduced the doctor to 


talk by proxy, the proxy being Secretary | 


Featherstone, of the Florence company, in 
which Dr. Hawthorne is interested. 

Dr. Hawthorne expressed himself as sur- 
prised that the public should attach so much 
importance to his returning to the pastorate of 
his former charge, as it was generally known, at 
the time, that he resigned in conse- 
quence of physical disability; now that 
his health is restored, he feels that 
it is his duty to respond favor-~ 
ably to the urgent cail of his former congrega- 
tion, and to resume his pastoral care of them. 
After the first of the é¢oming October he will 
occupy the position he filled when he began 
his noble work for Florence, in which he was 
instrumental in the location here of numbers 
of good and useful citizens and a guantity of 
much needed capital. 

This move will not, however, cause the doc 
tor to either sever or alter his connection with 
the college enterprise here, but on the con- 
trary, ho feels that it will place him in an even. 
better position to prosecute this grand under- 
taking. Nor does he intend to dispose of his 
personal interests here. The report which 
gained quite a wide-spread circulation that he 
had sold out his property here all grew out of 
the sale of one of the several residences he has 
built here as investments; the balance he will 
rent out. He desires to express himself as 
more than ever sanguine of the brilliant fu- 
ture in store for Florence and the college. 

As the public has been previously informed, 
Dr. Hawthorne, several months ago, conceived 
the plan of establishing in the Tennessee val- 
ley a Baptist university that will eclipse in 
magnificence and completeness any institution 
of learning in the south, and to endow it heay- 
ily. His proposition has from the first met 
met with the enthusiastic encouragement of 
all the prominent Baptists of the country and 
the doctor began at once to materialize his 
plans. In selecting a location he was so fortu- 
nate as to secure the most beautiful situation, 
with the most convenient surroundings, to be 
found any where—the summit of a magnificent 
hill inthe northwestern portion of the city, 
commanding a picturesque view of many miles 
of beautiful landscape. 

Speaking of this county, Colonel Feather- 
stone said: : 

“The public may well rest assured that this 
grand educational enterprise is still on its feet, 
growing stronger each day, aud that there 
wiil be noabatement in the zeal afd deter- 
mination of the management to push it ahead 
as rapidly as practicable.”’ Inthe absence of 
Dr. Hawthorne, the local manrgement of the 
company will be left in the hands of his two 
able associates, Judge Porter King, vice-pres 
ident, and Colonel Featherstone, secretary.

Colonel Maddox Says the Passage of the Bill 
is an Insult to the Farmers. 

Colonel Maddox, of the firm of Maddox, 
Rucker & Co., who deals largely in the manu- 
facture of fertilizers, was asked what he 
thought of the “‘Brady bill.’’
